Pre­ 
liminary experiments in this novel ex­ 
plosive, conducted at the bureau’s ex­ 
perimental station at Pittsburgh, indi­ 
cate that It may be used to advantage 
where dusts and gases are not pres­ 
ent, but is especially useful elsewhere 
in lessening the cost of blasting. 
* 
While liquid oxygen has not been 
used in this country so far for feis 
purpose, it is already widely used in 
Mexican mines, has been employed in 
large quantities in the Upper S-ilesian 
mines of Germany since the war, and 
has been adapted to tunnel work, iron 
mining, subway and excavation work 
in cities in that country. It was used 
not only in Germany but in the French 
iron mines of Lorraine after the*Ger­ 
man seizure, and applied by them also 
to the destruction of French steel 
plants. French officials of the JBriey 
iron district believe the explosive has

MOSCOW, August 16—Russia is 
gradually working into a new mone­ 
tary system, based upon actual valuta 
in gold or negotiable securities, which 
promises soon to eliminate the billions 
of paper rubles now flooding tht coun­ 
try. 
At the preesnt time a dual monetary 
system prevails, the one baaed upon 
the new standard, the other upon pa­ 
per emission. 
The new money, known as “chero- 
vonetsa,” the old Russian name for 
gold pieces ik paper currency issued 
by the state bank in uits equal in 
equal in alue to ten gold rubles of tht 
pre-war issue, and supposedly redeem­ 
able in gold upon presentation. 
' 
Silver coins, in ruble and fractional 
denominations, have been minted, but 
not yet issued. The JinanciaJ aithorl- 
ties are waiting the tim!e when “chtro- 
vonetsa” are in general circulation to 
issue the silver fnoney which will re­ 
place the present ruble paper as frac­ 
tions of the state bank notes. 
American, English, French, Dutch 
and other currency are now in free and 
general circulation in Moscow, bttfc 
gradually find their way back into the 
state bank which, whenever possible 
to persuade clients to do so, pays out 
the “cherovonetsa” In order to accas- 
tom the people to their use. They are 
well made notes on excellent paper, 
slightly larger than American cur- 
rency. 
Russia today is very short of money, 
the circulation “in ahe|t)Vonet8a’, and 
paper rubles being only slightly more 
than the value of two gold rubles a 
head of population. It is hoped to In­ 
crease this gradually, but to issue very 
little more paper unless there is 
value or anticipated revenues behind it.

Cotton worms are now nearly all 
over the cointy, though only a small 
percentage of the cropa have yet suf­ 
fered much damage. Present indica­ 
tion» are that the aitaation will grow 
rapidly worse within the next few 
days. New fields are being infested 
every day, nnd the moths or “Caudle" 
flies, thgt Igy the eggs from which 
the worm* ábe hatched are very num­ 
erous.

Eggs are now to be found by the 
thousands in fields that show no in­ 
jury from the worms. These eggs hatch 
in from three to four days íhíe min­ 
ute worms, than can hardly be seen. 
The worms feed on the underside of 
the leaf for a few days, ami a person 
walking through might think there 
were no worms present. Every person 
who haa cotton skouid go through 
it every day and look carefully fór 
young worms and eggs. The eggs are 
found on the underwide of the large 
leaves near the middle of the st^lk. 
They have a crystalline 
appearanctl 
are probably half as large as a ph* 
head and appear one in a place. The 
eggs hatch In three or four days. 
Poisoning is the only remedy we 
know. The poison should be applied 
when the dew is on,‘ if possible, as it 
sticks closer and kills faster. A Stren­ 
uous effort is being made te keep the 
poison at all towns. Poison your cot­ 
ton carefully as soon as there is evi­ 
dence that the worms are going to do 
serious damage.
